A Geographical  sketch  of  the  country  bordering 
on  the  Alabama,  and  included  in  the  treaty 
made  between  Gen.  Jackson  and  the  Creek  In- 
dians.— By  Judge  Toci-MrM. 

ALABAMA.— A river  in  north  America,  so 
called  from  a tribe  of  Indians  who  formerly 
resided  adjacent  to  it.  It  takes  its  rise  in 
the  Cherokee  nation,  near  the  boundary  line 
between  the  states  of  Georgia  and  Tennessee, 
and  not  far  from  the  35th  degree  of  north  lat-

The  distance  from  thence  to  the 
mouth  of  the  Cabawba,  on  the  western  side 
of  the  Alabama,  is  estimated  at  150  miles, 
and  the  river  affords,  ihi3  place,  four  or  five 
feet  depth  of  water.  From  the  mouth  of  the 
Cabawba,  to  the  forks  of  the  Goose  and  Tella- 
poose,  it  is  said  to  be  160  miles,  though  some 
do  not  estimate  the  distance  so  great,  and  the 
navigation  is  still  goud  except  at  two  ripples, 
in  which,  however,  there  is  plenty  of  water, 
and  they  pass  over  them  with  poles.  In  this 
part  of  the  river,  it  is  three  feet  deep  in  the 
shallowest  places.

As  to  the  great  falls  between  Fort  Willi 
ams  and  Fort  Jackson  s it  is  the  opinion  of 
some  that  they  might  be  rendered  navigable 
With  no  great  difficulty  There  is  water 
enough  ; hut  the  rocky  shoals  are  very  nu- 
merous.

INTERCSTING— FROM  MEXICO 

Extract  of  a letter  from  an  American  Officer, 
to  his  father,  in  the  city  of  New-York, 
d aud, 

Bat  of  St.  lionis,  near  New  Orleans,  Angti't  i. 

<•  Since  I wrote  you  from  this  place, 
we  have  been  down  to  Mexico,  a voyage 
from  which  I have  derived  much  inform- 
ation respecting  that  delightful  country. 
We  were  at  Bonquillc,  the  principal  port 
belonging  to  the  Pali lots,  where  I had  arl 
opportunity  oflearningthe  present  state 
of  the  two  panics,  and  the  result  that 
may  he  expected  from  tlieir  political  dis- 
putes. 

“Civil  war,  in  ils  most  ten i fic  form, 
rages  over  the  fertile  regions  of  Mexico. 
The  Rovalists  instantly  put  to  death  all 
prisoners  taken  from  the  other  party  ; 
and  all  Royalists  taken  hv  the  Patriots  are 
sent  to  the  interior,  whence  they  never 
return,  as  thc  principle  of  retaliation  is 
rigidly  observed. — A Spanish  ship,  with 
800, 0C0  dollars  in  specie,  and  a valuable 
cargo,  was  driven  ashore  by  a Carthage* 
nian  privateer  just  before  our  arrival  at

The  subsequent  labours  of  Sheridan,  on  the 
trial  of  Warren  Hastings — the  illness  of  the 
king,  in  1782,  when  he  was  warmly  patronized 
at  Carlton  house — the  French  revolution— the 
mutiny  at  the  Nore,  which  his  loyal  and  p *tri- 
otic  efforts  contributed  to  quell— his  succeed 
ing  dramatic  efforts,  Pizarro,  kc  — and  his  get- 
ting the  treasureship  of  the  navy,  on  Fox  com 
ing  into  power,  are  events  too  well  known  from 
their  recent  occurrence,  to  need  detail  here, 
and  which  would  lead  to  the  extension  of  an 
article  slreaily  too  long  for  our  limits. 

On  the  prince  of  Wales  becoming  unlimited 
Regent,  Mr.  Sheridan  retired  from  paaliament, 
because  he  could  not  compromise  Ins  public 
and  political  character,  by  supporting  bis  rov. 
al  highness’s  ministers,  and  he  did  not  fei-1 
disposed  to  oppose  the  prince  of  Wales.  Bu: 
this  generosity  and  former  zeal  were,  it  is  said, 
ill  repaid,  for  it  seems  trouble  and  alarm  for 
his  personal  security  facilitated  his  death.

In  all  otliL  p • subscribed  23,985,800  p„uuds.  He  acknowledged  that  they  had  not 

to  pay  their  members  of  parliament,  as  mem 
bers  of  c ngress  are  paid  in  America,  the  mo 
nev  recived  by  the  former,  not  proceeding  im- 
mediately from  the  people,  but  passing 
" through  the  strainers  of  the  crown.”  He  de- 
clared, on  the  authority  of  a report  made  by  a 
committee  of  the  House  ot  Commons,  that  the 
sinecures  (the  means  by  which  some  political 
men  were  paid)  amounted  to  105,000  pounds. 
He  made  a statement,  the  correctness  ot  which 
was  not  disputed,  shewing  that  tbe  expences 
of  the  British  government  for  one  year,  111  the 
civil  department  alone,  amounted  to  about 
four  millions.  He  said  the  contingent  expen- 
ses of  Castlereagh  at  the  congress  ot  Vienna, 
amounted  to  4j,000,  for  the  whole  ol  Ame- 
rica paid  only  41,000  pounds  tor  the  whole  of 
her  diplomacy  lor  one  year.  He  concluded 
his  comparison  of  the  expenses  of  the  British 
monarchy  with  those  of  ihe  American  repub- 
lic, with  the  remaik  that  •'  there  was  much 
truth  in  the  observation  of  Milton  tha’t  the 
trappings  of  a monarchy  were  sufficient  to  fit 
out  a republic.” 

Earl  Grosvenor  declared  that  he  had  no  con- 
fidence in  the  profession  ol  economy  made  by 
ministers  ; the  bill,  he  said,  was  founded  oil 
delusion.  lie  objected  to  the  creation  of  the 
office  of  auditor,  and  quoted  a saying  01  Lord 
Coke,  to  show  that  new  offices  should  be  re- 
garded with  jealousy,  they  being  ol  ten  created 
without  necessity,  and  with  difficulty  abol- 
ished. So  careful  he  said  were  ministers  that 
the  expenditure  should  not  be  too  little,  that 
.hey  had  appointed  Mr.  Canning  by  whom 
some  of  them*  “had  been  considerably 
quizzed,”  and  ambassador  at  Lisbon,  where 
there  was  no  court  !” 

In  reply  to  theseobservations.it  was  thought 
.utficient  to  declare,  that  tbe  French  parlia- 
ment had  voted  a million  for  the  personal  ex- 
penses of  Luiiis  XVIII,  and  that  it  was  expect- 
ed,  when  an  ambassador  was  appointed,  that 
there  would  soon  be  a court  at  tbe  place  to 
which  he  was  sent.  As  to  quizzing,  the  Ean 
of  Hasrowby,  said,  he  feared  they  had  all  at 
some  time  or  other,  been  quizzed,  and  be 
doubted  whether  Earl  Grosvenor  himself  had 
escaped. — Utica  Go

THE  WEATHER. 

Tbe  cor.tinnanceof  die  present  very  unseason- 
able weather  has  been  attended  with  tbe  most 
baneful  effects  in  various  purls  of  the  country. 
Such  all  inclement  summer  is  scarcely  remem- 
bered by  the  oldest  inhabitants  of  London  and 
its  environs.  The  hay  towards  the  southern 
countries  lias  been  so  much  injured  by  die  in 
cessant  rains,  that  the  only  alternative  left  to 
the  proprietor  is  to  convert  it  into  dung  for 
manure.  The  clover  likewise  lias  sustained 
equal  damage  with  the  bay,  and  has  been  madc 
t fie  same  use  of.  This  unexpected  visitation 
from  Heaven,  added  to  the  severe  distress  to 
which  the  country  is  otherwise  reduced,  has 
infused  into  the  minds  of  the  people  generally 
the  greatest  apprehensions  and  alarm.  It  is 
to  be  feared  that  not  only  the  clover  and  hay 
will  experience  the  ill  effects  of  the  weather, 
but  that  the  corn  also  will  be  seriously  injured 
by  the  heavy  rains  which  have  fallen.  Should 
the  present  wet  weather  continue,  the  coni 
will  inevitably  be  laid,  and  the  effects  of  -such 
a calamity,  and  at  such  a time,  cannot  lie  other 
wise  than  ruinous  to  the  fanners  and  even  to 
the  people  at  large.  The  weather,  tt  would 
seem,  is  not  unseasonable  in  this  country  only, 
for  we  find  that  in  Sweden  and  many  other 
parts,  it  has  been  equally  unfavorable.  In  dif- 
ferent parts  of  Sweden  prayers  arc  offered  up 
in  Ihe  churches  daily  to  the  Deity  for  a favora- 
ble change.  AVe  may  add,  that  the  weather 
continues  bad  all  over  the  continent.  The 
situation  of  America  is  also  extraordinary  in 
this  respect.

Expecting  all  the  grent  characters 
Would  be  there,  1 thought  it  would  be  a good 
opportunity  of  seeing  a little  of  court  life.  Mr. 
— , and  myself,  were  the  only  citizens  who 
Attended.  >V e there  saw  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Adams, 
With  the  royal  dukes  of  Kent,  Sussex  and  Glou- 
cester; but  the  greatest  attraction  was  the  cel- 
ebrated Mrs-  Opie,  the  authoress.  She  is  a fine, 
noble  looking  woman,  appears  to  be  about  40, 
(may  be  older)  and  is  wlutt  European  amatettrs 
of  women,  call  in  the  prime  of  life,  and  at  the 
perfection  of  beauty.  1 could  not  get  so  as  to 
hear  her  conversation,  but  she  appeared  very 
apjmated,  and  was  surrounded  by  every  literary 
character  in  the  room. 

“ Unfortunately  fer  Mr.  Saunders,  (as  he  told 
os)  the  prince  regent  held  a levee  the  same 
day,  and  the  Countess  Dowager  of  Cork  had  a 
bail  and  route  the  same  evening,  or  otherwise 
his  rooms  would  have  been  better  filled  ; and 
her  ladyship  would  have  visited  him — as  it  was, 
he  went  to  her  party.  Saunders  is  soon  to  re- 
turn on  a mission  to  king  Henry  of  Ilayti.” 

In  one  of  the  Calcutta  papers  of  March  last, 
received  by  t}ie  Argonaut,  we  find  that  the  In-

During 
the  fire  the  harbor-master  (Mr  Clark)  of  Cal 
cutta  was  also  particularly  distinguished  by  his 
spirited  exertions,  and  which  led  commodore 
Hayes  to  address  a letter  to  the  editor  of  the 
Asiatic  M irror,  containing  the  following  anec- 
dote of  Clark’s  intrepidity  " He  was  gunner 
of  the  duke  of  Clarence,  on  a voyage  of  discov- 
ery under  my  command,  and  while  we  were 
traversing  tile  Pacific  Ocean,  off  the  North 
Coast  ot  New  Guinea,  the  jemadar  of  the  ship’s 
detachment  fell  overboard  to  windward  fi-om 
the  larboard  anchor : the  duke  being  close 
hauled  on  the  larboard  tack,  gowingat  the  rate 
of  three  knots,  with  a little  air,  and  smooth 
water;  on  learning  the  accident,  I jumped  up- 
on deck,  and  ordered  the  helm  to  be  put  down, 
which  brought  the  ship  round  instantly,  and 
<he  unfortunate  person  abreast  of  her  gangway 
At  this  time  an  enormous  shark  approached  to 
cieze  him,  which  he  perceived,  and  his  cries 
were  distressing  and  indescribable;  in  this  ex- 
tremity, I called  upon  Clark  ifty  gunner,  to 
-take  the  end  of  a rope,  and  leap  overboard  upon 
the  terrific  animal,  then  in  the  act  of  turning  to 
swallow  his  prey.  He  magnanimously  did  so, 
and  the  shock  it  received  impelled  the  monster 
to  a precipitate  retreat,  the  distance  of  a cable’s 
length,  before  it  recovered  and  turned  to  the 
ship,  by  which  time  we  had  got  both  the  gun- 
ner and  jemadar  on  board  i'he  unfortunate 
native  officer,  however,  expired  ten  minutes 
afterwards,  apparently  unhurt,  notwithstanding 
every  requisite  medical  aid  was  giveu'him  ; it 
being  the  opinion  of  the  surgeon,  that  his  death 
was  occasioned  by  the  terrifying  shock  he  re- 
ceived, on  beholding  the  monster  in  the  act  of 
devouring  himt  which  dreadful  fate  was  only 
averted  by  the  heroic  devotion  of  Mr.  Clark 
Aqw  tumor-mister  at  Calcutta.”— Zeurf  fr.p.
